Hon. Mr. Stewart Reviews 
Operations of Public 
Works Dept. 

COAL INDUSTRY 
IS GREAT ASSET 


Steps Are Now Being Tak 
en to Secure Wider 
Market 


A comprehensive review of the op 
erations of the public works depart. 
ment during the past year was giver 
by the Hon, Chas, Stewart, head of 
the department, im speaking yesterday 
afternoon in the legislature in the de 
bate on the ‘budget While the min- 
ister did not forecast any extensive 
program for the ensuing year, he in- 
formed the Jlouse that the govern- 
ment intended to continue what he 
termed the progressive policy of the 
past, keeping before them the finan- 
cial conditions brought about by the 
war, In regard to road work, he said 
that accommodation for new settlers 
would continue to be the first care of 
the department and he pointed out 
how the railway development of the 
north country was facilitating the 
work of inspection in that section of 
the providce, 

An extremely interesting portion of 
the ministers staternent was that 
which dealt with the prospects for the 
development of the coal Industry, 
which, he declared, would in the fut- 
ure run neck and neck with agricul- 
ture as one of the great resources of 
the province. He told the House that 
as a sequel to a Visit to Baskatchewan 
and Manitoba last year by the chief 
mining inspector there were excellent 
prospects of a development of a 
trade in those provinces and he gave 
the gratifying information that dur- 
ing the present winter the operators 
had received more orders than they 
could fill, This matter, he «stated, 
would be remedied before the coal 
season arrived again and he antictpat- 
ed an output increased from three to 
five millions,
